It is clear that steps must be taken to change Bureau 
procedures to prevent anything like this from ever happening 
again.

I have certain ideas in mind about necessary 
changes that we can discuss but I have not set them out here 
because 1 believe that most, if not all, are being considered 
by oca or more of the study groups and task forces the Attorney
